War Pi i.soners Will Relieve 
Men at S::nta Anita of 
Du'y .As Laborers 

Protests from the Arcadia city 
council against the use of Cimp 
Santa Anita as a war prisoners 
camp for the detention of Nazi 
soldiers and their employment 
in this area to relieve the man¬ 
power shortage, has brought a 
telegram from Congressman 
Jerry Voorhis announcing that 
not more than 2,000 prisoners 
will be a.ssigned to the camp 
and that they will be employed 
only as laborers to relieve sol¬ 
diers at the camp. The telegram 
from Voorhis said; 

“W.ar depa tment informs me 
camp Santa Anita to continue as 
training and equipment mainten- 
ace center for our Army. Two 
thousand prisoners of war to be 
brought there for use as laborers 
to relieve the soldiers of th t 
type of work. 

"In other words these pri.son- 
ors to be labor force for our 
Army camp w’lose personnel will 
continue many times is large as 
number of war pri.soners. I am 
informed tlii.s plan being u.sed in 
other Army camps in our coun¬ 
try.

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S IX years ago I became a gentleman of leisure, 
thanks to the provision of a small pension by 
the Church for which I had worked for 50 
years.

And schooling reminded me of many old books 
on my new shelves, and in particular of the Latin 
poet Horace, whom we used to quote in my young 
days and who. had just my idea of a place for re¬ 
tirement. He wrote in his Satires: 

“Hoc erat in votis, modus agri non ita mag- 
nus, 

Hortus ubi,-et paulum silvae.” 

Which being interpreted means: 

"I felt a wish for one small lot 
Of meadow land, a garden plot 
Beside a clump of wood.” 

And one day, being driven along West Montecito 
avenue, I saw just what Horace described; there 
was the lot, overhung by the clump of wood,— 
oak trees, eucalyptus, maple and others, some on 
the lot and some branching over from Miss Jame. 
son’s. A few orange trees and a view of the 
mountains, visible between the Evans’ charming 
.\ustralian-looking home and the Kraffts’ im¬ 
memorial oaks, made the spot ideal. 

With the transfer of various pieces of paper be¬ 
tween Mr. Evans, Mr. Neale and ourselves the let 
i is ours. Thick weeds, knee-high, cover it, and it 
I slopes downward from the street. Mr. Trimble 
I gets at it with an obedient mule whosd tongue 
hangs out, and a plough and a scraper; we mark 
the lines for a foundation of the house; Jack and 
I Dave Buchan divert truck loads of gravel to build 
I up a terrace on the slope at the back, and in two 
and a half months the house is finished and at- 
tention can be given to the garaen.

the entrance, a heath or desert in the going forth, 
and the main garden in the midst.” We decide 
we won't need Lord Bacon. Except to note lists 
of flowers for each month of the year, a gay 
profusion, but more suitable for a different cli¬ 
mate. And we must plan not for 30 acres but 
the fifth part of one acre.

: member a passage in Addison’s Spectator o.i the 
! delights to be looked forward to in a garden. 

; It was written in 1712. “You must know, sir, 
i that I look upon the pleasure we takei in a gar- 
I den as one of the innocent delights in human life, 
i A garden was the habitation of our first parents 
! before the Fall. It is naturally apt to fill the 
I mind with edmness and tranquillity, and to lay 
i all its turbulent passions at rest. It gives us a 
! great insight into the contrivance and wisdom of 
I Providence, and suggests innumer ble subjects for 
meditation. I cannot but think the very com-
